The historical St. John's church was 


crowded to the doors on Sunday morn- 
ing at a service in honor of the memory i 
of the distinguished Washington. It, 
was a centennial service and 
most 


interesting and eulogistical of the great 
work and purpose of the "Father of his 
country." 


By special request of the rector, the 


Rev. 
Henry Emerson Hovey, the two 


Masonic bodies, St. John's lodge, No 
1, and St. Andrew's lodge, No 5G, the 
Pau) Jones' club and the Sons of the 
Revolution attended in a body and lis- 
tened to an excellent special sermon, 
valuable in a historical sense and very 
appropriate of the event. 


The character of the service will bo 


seen from the brief absiract of the ser- 
mon. It contained many original refer- 
ences to the patriot's management of 
the struggle for liberty and replete 
with local connections. 
The text for 


the able discourse was taken from the 
book of Ecclesiastes, tho -14th chapter, 
and j beginning with the liistj verse, 
which Is quoted in the abstract. 
The 


abatract is as follows: 


"On NOT. 1, 1789, His Excellency, 


Gen. George Washington, who had 
been commander-in-chic-f of the Ameri- 
can forces during the war of the Kevoln" 
tion, and who was at that time the first 
president of tho United States, attended 
divine service upon this epot, occupy- 
ing the yonder chair, that clay p!s"«v! 
in the body of tha building for his ac 
commodation, nnd draped today in his 
honor, with the great beloved ensign 
of his and our republic. He joined in 
the prayer and praises, like the good 
churchman that he was, and listened to 
a discourse highly eulogistic of his own 
character and services, delivered by the 
rector, Rev. John Cousens Ogden. 
Ex- 


actly ten years after that occasion of 
publie worship, there was another ser- 
vice in St. John's church, in which still 
the 
thought of Washington was in 


all hearts, although his commanding 
presence had been removed from earth 
>y God's nil-wise providence. It wai 
lie service immediately after his death, 
ommomorative of his greatness and 
goodness." 


The rector here read the order of ser 


vice at that time which has olten betsn 
published and read with interest: 


"To these two marked occasions asso 


iating the name of Washii^ton with 
his church, it is surely decorous and 
proper that we of this generation should 
add a third here today, just a century 
after the second. On Dec. 14th, 1799, 
one hundred years ago last Thursday, 
he father of his country suddenly de- 
)arted this life, after an illness of one 
lay, at the comparative early age of 
ixty-eeven years, but full of honors, 
with the affection and esteem of a whole 
nation, and as the resolution of con- 
gress, passed five days after, truly ex- 
pressed it: 'First in war, first in peace, 
irst iu the hearts of his countrymen. 
Be died with hi* right hand placed in 
the bands ol bis private secretary 
and liis intimate friend, Tobias Lear 
of onr own city of Portsmouth, whose 
touching account of the death bee 
scene ia well worth reading aloud in 
this, tbe native place of the writer, to 
day, one hundred years after it was 
wiitten. I have the great privilege o 
reading tbe originnl letter, which hr 
sent to bis wife here in Portsmouth am 
which is an heirloom in a well known 
Umily among as. It Las never been 
published, and M far aa known neve 
read before a large number of people. 


Tbe rector then proceeded to read th 


letter, full of interesting and touch 
ing particulars of tbe last moments o 
the great bero, and of noble sentiments 
on tbe part of tbe writer. 


"Such then wero tho circumstances 


before snd after tho death of Washing- 
ton, at tbe centennial of which wo have 
gathered in cbnrob this morning, to do 
bunor to bis memory «ud to do what 
in us liesj, to see tbat bis conspicuous 


virtues be emulated in this and all suc- 
efding generations. It is rigui anil 
meet that this should be done on the 
Lord's day and in the Lord's house, for 
he was a good man as well as a great 
one, a Christian first and last and all 
the time as well as a patriot. 
Often, 


during Ihe revolution, he would be 
missed from his tent 
in camp and 


would be found by an officer of his 
staff on his knees :n the neighboring 
forest praying ti God. He wat, a man, 
«vho, being human, undoubtedly must 
have had bib failings, bat his life,micro 
scopicalJy examined by multitudes of 
writer's and investigators, has failed as 
fur as I ever beard, to show even one 
departure 
from 
the 
strictest 


uprightness and integrity. Through 
all ages of the world it has been 
the custom to recount tbe praise? of 
meu, both good and great, who have 
gjue 
ou 
before. 
Tl-o 
author of 


tbe book of Kcclefiiiistes, (II chap. 1 
verse,) puts it well in the lesson selected 
for this morning's service. 'Let us now 
praise famous men,' it begins, 'and our 
fathers that begat us. 
The Lord hath 


wrought great glory by them through 
his power fioin the beginning Such did 
bear rule in their kingdoms, men re 
iiowned for tbeir power, giving councils 
by their understanding. 
All these were 


uonoied in their generations and were 
the glory of their times 
There be uf 


them that have left a name behind 
them, 
that their praises be report 


ed. 
Their bodies 
are 
buried 
in 


peace, but their name livcth forever 
more. 
Tho people will tell of their 


wisdom and the congregation will show 
forth their praise. 
So then today, in 


this congregation, with thii precedent 
of 100 years before us and with these 
representative bodies journeying with 
us, we are Going as the old writer of 
nearly three thousand jears ago pro 
dieted would be done, and righteously 
done, m all ages and countries of the 
world." 


The rector then proceeded to an out- 


line of Wdfilnngton's

l^eson of that great lifa toHi*m -genera-

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Disastrous Defeat* 


GUNS ARE LEFT BEHIND 


The Troops Marching to the Relief of 


Lady smith Aro Forced to Retreat at 
Tugela River—The Order to Rttlr* 
Given to Avoid tho Possibility of 
More Serious Losses. 


London, Dee. 17.—The War Office has 


Just received a despatch that CJener-u 
Buller has met with a serious reverse, 
losing ten guns. 


General Uuller wan attempting to 


cross the Tugela Ktver. Finding It 
impossible to effect his object, he or- 
<lered a retirement in order to avoid 
greater losses. He left eleven guns be- 
hind. Buller's forces were marching to 
Hie relief of Ladysmlth. 


The news of General Buller's reverse 


•was received BO late that the morning 
newspaper comment IB confined to per- 
functory expressions of extreme regret 
and disappointment and of the neces- 
sity of calmness and redoubled efforts 
to retrieve the position. This latest 
cheek is regarded as the most serious 
event in Great Britain's military his- 
tory since tlie Indian Mutiny. 


In General Bullet's official despatch 


he admits that his losses in killed and 
wounded were very heavy, but does not 
state to what extent the casualties 
reached. Men and horses weie mowtd 
down like wheat before a reaper. 


The fire of the Boers wan so furious 


and so unexpected that Buller's forces 
were utterly unable to check it, and the 
result is said to be the most disastrous 
< alamity of the war thus far. 


The Standard »ays<: "General Bul- 


ler'* dispatch is deplorable reading. It 
I* the now familiar story of concealed 
Boei« and of British troops marching 
up blindly almost to the very muzz es 
of the enemy's rilles. It cannot be 
doubted that the nioial effect will be to 
aggravate our 
diflh-ulties 
over the 


•nhole Held of operations. 


"The country has discovered with 


annoyance and surprise that subduing 
Boer fanners is about the hardest woik 
we hnve entered upon since the In- 
dian Mutiny. Their commandants have 
shown themselves able to give our gen- 
erals useful but expensive lessons in 
modern tactics." 


The Times savs: "Kince the days of 


the Indian Mutiny the Nation has not 
been confronted with so painful and 
•inxious a situation. Plainly General 
Bullet's advance is paralyzed for the 
moment as completely as Lord Metli- 
uen's and General Gatacie's." 


The depression over the defeat of 


rireat Britain's trusted and idollz"d 
"•ommander is all the KIeater as, in the 
last foi ty-elifht hours, there has been 
ff-ports of the 
relief of L.adysmlth. 


Friday the War Office allowed it to be 
undei stood that tho position of afflalrs 
In Natal was entirely satisfactory, 
trhe reaction is all the more pronounced 
on this account. 


The gloomy information came too 


•ate to teach the aer\ice clubs, and only 
n few journalists and stragglers were 
waiting at the War Office. It harrlly 
has been teallzed until now, e\en af- 
ter the experience of the week, that 
General Buller could fall. 


Virtually nothing has been allowed to 


ifak through regarding his prepara- 
tions, but thft public waited patiently, 
In the confident belief that he was tak- 
*ng such time and precautions as -would 
insure success. 


No independent reports of the en- 


cajrement have yet been allowed to 
fome through, but General Buller's 
;>wn dispatch tells the sad tale in suffl- 
f-lent outline to show that the British 
nave been entrapped again by the 
iistute Boers. It was not anticipated 
that General Buller \\ould make a 
frontal attack; but no criticisms of his 
movements are made, since apparently 
he Buffered a renulse rather than a de- 
feat, and did not pu°h the attack home, 
Jntt broke it off in the middle so as to 
save a useless sacrifice of life. 


It is expected that he will renew the 


Attack shortly. Immediately 
on re- 


ceiving the news, the War Office de- 
,-ided to mobilize still another division 


4md to replace the losses of artillery. 
jThe necessary reinforcements will be 
nurried off as speedily as possible. 


Official News From Modder River. 
Pretoria, Transvaal, Tuesday, 
Dec. 


12.—The following official announce- 
ment relating to the battle at Modder 
Hlver has been made: 


"Gen. Cronje reports that yesterday 


there was desultory fighting 
till 6, 


ivhe'n heavy cannon fire was resumed. 
Thf Scandinavians stormed a difficult 
position, but it became untenable and 
• hey suffered severely. I was unable to 
send help. 
The British -were in over- 


whelming force, but must have had at 
{east 2,000 men put out of action either 
in killed or wounded." 


Another official report, 
from 
Capt. 


Finnhart, says: 


"There were no signs of surrender, 


he burghers fighting with conspicuous 
Bravery and maintaining their posi- 
tions under heavy fire. 
Our cannon 


.vere of very little use. 
The British 


were greatly 
assisted by balloon*. 


Twenty-four ambulances were work- 
Ing backward and 
forward 
between 


:he fighting line and the enemy's camp. 
Our loss is not definitely known. I es- 
timate it at 100 killed and wounded." 


A telegraph operator at the Modder 


River wires: 


"Gun 
and Maxim firing has 
been 


proceeding since 5:30 this morning. At 
JO cannonading was proceeding and at 
4 the fighting was reported to be very 
severe. The Boer force along the river 
Dank was being heavily attacked -and 
is receiving assistance from the other 
Boer forces." 


It is not known whether the operator 
efers to the fighting of Monday or to 
renewed fighting on Tuesday. 


A Live Wlrs Killed Him. 


Dallas, Tex., Dec. IT.—John Eggles- 


ton, 
25 years old, of Oordonvllle, Va., 


wae killed at Ft. Worth Friday night 
by a live electric wire. He fell dead 
Trom a pole.

Expense of All the Wars Since the 


Days of the Trojans. 


Beginning with the Trojan 
war, 


which is usually regarded as the first 
chapter in European and Asiatic his- 
tory, it is calculated that war has 
claimed 40,000,000 of men every cen- 
tury. In Europe alone the loss of lives 
every 100 years since the date of that 
war has been between 18,000,000 and 
20,000,000. Three thousand years have 
elapsed since that opening chapter of 
history was unrolled, so that during 
these 30 centuries the most Inconceiv- 
able number of 1,200,000,000 men, 
women and children have been sacri- 
ficed to settle disputes concerning 
some few miles of territory, to gratify 
the ambition of some monarch, or to 
sooth the wounded vanity of rulers 
and states. 


The present population of the globe 


is estimated at 1,400,000,000; there- 
fore, If all people alive at this moment 
were stricken down simultaneously 
by some fell disease the awful result 
would be but little more terrible than 
the result brought about by the wars 
of. the centuries. 


In the war that raged between 1793 


and 1815 no fewer than 1,900,000 men 
were either killed outright or died 
from wounds and disease. In the cam- 
paign of 1828 the number was 120,000. 
In the Crimean war the losses sustain- 
ed by the four countries which partici- 
pated amounted to the terrible figure 
of 600,000. In 1859 the French and 
Austrian foices suffered to the extent 
of 63,000, while in the Civil War in the 
Jnited States the victims numbered 
656,000. 
The Franco-Prussian 
war 


caused the death of 290,000 and tlie 
rlusso-Turkish war meant 
death to 


180,000 men.

Cookery in Bolivia. 


The stoves of the Bolivian Indians 


are curious things. A hole is dug in 
the ground about eighteen inches deep 
and a foot square, and over this is 
built a roof of clay with holes of dif- 
ferent sizes to receive the various 
cooking pots. 
Roasting is done on 


spits passed through the holes, so that 
the meat comes out very much smoked 
unless care is taken to have only live 
coals at the bottom of the oven. 


The national dish and the common 


food of the masses is "chupe," a sort 
of first cousin to the Irish stew. It is 
a conglomerate, composed of irregu- 
lar constituents from the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms—a mess of mut- 
ton and such other meats as are avail- 
able; chicken, fish, fruits, potatoes, 
carrots, Toarley, corn, rice, 
onions, 


yams, etc., chopped up, highly sea- 
soned with peppers and herbs, and 
stewed to a consistency of porridge. 
What happens to be left from meal 
simmers in the pot until the next. If 
the fire goes out the "chupe" is al- 
lowed to cool, but it is warmed up 
again and a new supply of the ingred- 
ients added to the water-logged and 
greasy stuff for the next meal. In the 
cities, at the hotels and restaurants, 
where there are French or Swiss 
cooks, the "chupe" is savory and pal- 
atable, but the further you go from 
the centres of civilization the worse 
it gets. One eats it at first under pro- 
test, then from necessity and only to 
escape starvation.—Chicago Rect-.d.

In the United 
States the first-class passenger fares 
last year averaged 2.14 cents per mile, 
although on some large railways the 
average was several miles less than 
two cents per mile; in England the 
first-class rate is four cents per mile; 
third-class fare for vastly inferior ser- 
vice is two cents per mile, but only 
on certain parliamentary trains. In 
Prussia the fare is 2.99 cents per mile. 
Our passenger cars excel those of for- 
eign countries in all that goes to make 
up the comfort and convenience of a 
journey. Our sleeping and parlor car 
system is vastly superior to theirs; 
our baggage system is infinitely better 
than theirs and arranged upon a much 
more liberal basis. 
American rail- 


roads carry 150 pounds of baggage 
fiee. while the Gorman railroads carry 
only 55 pounds free. 
The lighting of 


our trains is superb, while the light- 
ing of trains on most foreign lines in 
wretched. 


I may be pardoned for citing two ex- 


nmples of what 1 mean by the unsur- 
passed passenger train facilities of 
American railways: 


A single locomotive recently hauled 


a passenger train of sixteen cars, nine 
of which were sleeping and parlor 
cars, from Now York to Albany, a dis- 
tance of 143 miles, in three hours and 
fifteen minutes, which is forty-four 
miles per hour, and is the regular 
schedule time of this train.

Immunity From the Plague. 


Apropos of the bubonic plague now 


creeping into Portugal, has it ever 
been noticed in what an erratic man- 
ner immunity iVom this disease seems 
to have been conferred upon certain 
races, and oven sects? 
Thus in 1854 


it was noticed that the Protestants of 
Lyons escaped almost to a man. So 
did the Jews in an outbreak at Nime- 
guen in 1736. Something of the same 
sort has been noticed with regard to 
other diseases, and while in the out- 
break of typhus at Langoens in 1824 
the Jews remained immune, their co- 
religionists in Poland have always 
been the first to catch cholera. But 
the strangest thing in connection with 
the plague is that in most cases the 
seeds of the disease seem to remain 
dormant in the systems of those ex- 
posed to the rank of contagion until 
some new epidemic calls them into 
activity. Procopius, who observed the 
plague in Constantinople pretty closely 
during Justinian's reign, declares that 
if persons born in an infected town 
settled in a town hitherto free from 
it. they are sure to be first at- 
tacked if the plague again visited the 
country, even after the lapse of sev- 
eral years. A similar fact was noted 
diiring the Nimeguen outbreak, where 
two children-of one Van Dam were 
sent to the immune town of Gorcunen, 
and remained there in perfect health 
for three months. At the end of that 
time the plague came to Gorunen, and 
they died there at the same time as 
the rest of the fami'y-—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. 


Wives and Mothers. 


1 cannot close this paper without a 


reference to the unjust laws relating 
to wives and mothers, which disgrace 
the statute books of most of the states 
and which should be annulled Only 
a very small proportion of the states 
of the American federation allow the 
married father and mother to be 
equally legal owners and controllers 
of their minor children Their legal 
ownership resides in the father; the 
muther who bore them, who wou them 
at the risk of her life in the valley of 
death, is denied a share in them. The 
laws in many states not only give to 
the father the minor children, but the 
legal ownership of the wife's person 
and earnings, which practicaly re- 
duces her to slavery. To the husband 
is given the right of choosing the dom- 
icile of the family, regardless of the 
wishes of the wife. 
If the husband 


dies intestate the law divides his prop- 
erty among his heirs, and very often 
in such a way as to cause great hard- 
ship to his wife. These unjust stat- 
utes are an inheritance from a long- 
gone past, and were not formulated 
by the legislators of the present. The 
majority of American husbands and 
fathers are better than these laws, 
and never enforce them, and many are 
entirely ignorant of their existence. 
Still, their influence is felt in the com- 
munity, and their practical results are 
always disastrous to the home and the 
family, when interpreted by men who- 
lack an ideal comprehension of the 
worth and glory of motherhood and 
home.—Mary A. Livermore in Frank 
Leslie's Popular Monthly for Decem-

ARE SHORT OF PRVIS1ONS 


A SuceMaful Engagement la Fought 


With th« Filipino* In laabclla Pro* 
Inet—Prominent Natives Make 8ug- 
geetlona to Otis—Filipino Govern, 
ment Said to be Ended. 


Washington. Dec. 17.—The Secretary 


of War has received a cable despatch 
from General Otis, saying that he ha» 
been Informed by prominent Filipinos 
that they regard the so-called Filipino 
itovernment an entirely endeo and sug- 
gest, as a means of restoring peace to 
the island, that all those who remain 
in arms against the United States be 
treated as bandits and subjected to the 
severest penalties as such. The Fili- 
pinos also said that as it would be nec- 
essary to maintain a large armed force 
In the islands to garrison the towns, 
they hoped that natives would be used 
as much as possible for that purpose, 


General OtSs's communication has 


been laid before the Cabinet. 


This despatch from General Otis has 


Just been received at the War Depart- 
ment: 


"fiatchelor, of the 24th Infantry, re- 


ports that on the 27th instant his bat- 
talion had an engagement at the Junc- 
tion of the Magat and Rio Grande 
Rivers, In Isabella Province, Hie enemy 
leaving four dead and five mortally 
wounded in their trenches. Our loss 
was one drowned, four wounded. He 
says his troops are in need of clothing, 
provisions and money. Will reach Tu- 
guegaro, Cagayan Province, shortly. 
Doubtless the navy relieved him on 
Thursday. 


"Four hundred and seventy Spanish 


prisoners arrived this morning, among- 
them the sick at Vigan, numbering 120. 


"Young, at Banqui, in northwestern 


Luzon, reports that his troops are still 
pursuing the remnant of the natives, 
who have twenty-three American pris- 
oners In their possession. Country ex- 
ceedingly rough. Our troops, without 
phoen, still persistently pursuing. Few 
Ppfinish prisoners now In the hands of 
the insurgents, probably 1,000, mostly 
in the south. I expect to effect their 
release in a fe\\ days. 


"Negros reports that Sergeant Alfred 


Roeder. fith Infantry, with twenty sol- 
diers and eighteen native police, at- 
tacked 400 Filipinos at Madiigal, Ne- 
gros, this morning. No casualties. Kn- 
emy's loss twenty-eight killed and a 
large number wounded.

The Government if port on the oper- 
ations of tlie ba\ ings banks of Franc* 
n 1497 show a that thu thrifty habits 
't the French p«ropl»> in the- matter of 
small vavir.gs arc* well maintained. The 
M**regat* amount due depositor* at 
the end of the year was $661,329,700, an 
ncrease of about $4,000,000 over the 
preceding year. Tho number ot bank 
boolu in use was 6,772,582, representing 
one depositor for every five and a half 
persons in the country. Under the law 
of 189f> the maximum deposit is now 
1,500 francs, or $289.50. and the average 
deposit less than $98. 


In the number of depositors and In 


thr> amount of savings France is, how- 
ever, in proportion to population, far 
behind those stales in this country in 
\vhic-h the savings bank system la es- 
tablished. New Yoik, with 1,805.880 ai-- 
counts and $7CC,C84,9iy of deposits, and 
Massachusetts, vmh 1.384,289 ac-countt* 
and $473.919,094 of deposits, lead the list, 
but in all the New England States and 
in New Jersey, Maryland and Califor- 
nia the p*»r capita clepobits are far be- 
yond those of any country of Europe. 


Comparisons based on these figures, 


however, would be unfair, as the limit 
of the individual deposit is much high- 
er in this country In France the sav- 
ings bank is strictly \\hat the name 
Implies—not a bank of deposit for r ap- 
Ital, out a convenience for the accumu- 
lation of petty savings too small to oe 
taken fiue of in any other way. Ac- 
founts are opened for sums as small 
as one ci-nt per month, and child) en's 
deposits aie t-ncouraged. Of the total 
depositors in 1897 the number of ml- 
nois wus 95,588 boys and 92,800 gills 


It Is the care of these savings and 


of those of the wage workers which is 
the 8pptt.il 1 unction of the Fiench sav- 
ings bank system The system tends to 
foim the habit of prudence and thrift 
in the young—an excellent thing too 
much neglected in this land of the free 
and the happy-go-lucky.—N. Y. World

nal was dead against us and the driver 
pulled up 
The signal had been clever- 


Iv manipulated by a party of Boers 
numbering about fifty who had been 
lying in wait for us 
The moment we 


sloved down the driver was covered by 
their rifles and we were called upon to 
siHKht. The passenger train we learn- 
ed afterward, had managed to "rush" 
tho station 
The Boers had fired upon 


it, but the plucky engine driver put on 
full steam and went safely ahead, 
though ho was compelled to leave the 
guard behind. The Boers had taken 
possession of the station, and ordered 
the man in charge to set the signal at 
"stop" in order to check our train. Our 
driver ran right into the trap, and we 
found ourselves prisoners before we 
well Knew what had occurred. 


Directly they had secured the train, 


tho Boers cut the telegraph line and 
tore up the tracks. We ourselves were 
treated well, though the field cornet in 
command warned us that any one at- 
tempting to escape would, if difecover- 
ed, be immediately shot down. At the 
same time, he' assured us that the 
Boers were not savages. Those under 
his charge consisted of Transvaalers, 
Free Staters and Dutchmen from Cape 
Colony who were British subjects. My 
enforced stay with the enemy was not 
•without its amusing features. 


General De Koch with a few guns 


nnd 1,500 men, including a German con- 
tingent, arrived In camp the same 
night. It was evident to us from the 
conversation of the leaders that a bat- 
tle was impending. I and my fellow 
prisoners were strictly warned to re- 
main within doors under guard. Dur- 
ing our confinement the proceedings of 
one or two of the more turbulent'Boers 
caused us some anxifsty. Two of them 
actually came to blows in our room, 
and had to be separated by force. But 
the leaders were on the whole particu- 
larly careful to place us under the 
charge of well disposed and trust- 
worthy men. On Friday night our field 
cornet, although nodding in his chair 
for want of sleep, presided for an hour 
over another smoking concert, when 
the utmost jollity prevailed. We pris- 
oners slept on the velt, while the major- 
ity of the Boers withdrew to a short 
illstanoe from the railway. 


On Saturday morning we were star- 


tled by the sound of the British guns, 
and began to hope that there might be 
a prospect of rescue or escape. Our de- 
slro was soon realised. The Boers, in- 
cluiHng our guards, speedily found 
enough to occupy their attention with- 
out troubling about a handful of civil- 
ian prisoners, and In the course of the 
•morning we made our way unmolested 
to the BritlMh lines. There wt were en- 
nblf>d to follow the whole course of the 
battle of El andslaua-te.—London Stand- 
ard.

The Federal army coming to the 
vicinity of our home, my mother, witn 
my t\\o brothers and myself "refugeed" 
as we called it, into Indiana 
" 'At the close of the war my moth- 


er went South to see if she could find 
any remains of our property, and I 
have nevr seen her since. She had left 
us in the care of neighbors, who turned 
us 
over 
to the 
poormaster, who 


promptly farmed us out. 
" 'The people \\ith whom I was 


placed at eight or ten years of age beat 
me, starved me and compelled me to do 
menial work, and my soul and body re- 
volted. One day a circus came to town 
and I got the sir of one of the perform- 
ers. He happened—such aie the acci- 
dents of life—to be a trapese performer 
and his daughter, about my age, had 
recently died. 
" 'Encouraged by him, I ran away, 


and began to learn the business of a 
trapeze performer. 
He and his wife 


were kind to me and so began my new 
life."

' " 'I was discouraged and about to re- 
turn to Europe, when I went to see 
Buffalo Bill's Wild West I had met 
Col. Cody in Paris in 1889, and after 
the afternoon performance he invited 
me to dine In can.p. 
I told him my 


story briefly and he asked. "How

found him?"

Russian Alcohol Monopoly. 


The monopoly of the sale of alcohol 


in Russia, says the Chicago Tribune, 
was applied January 1, 1895, in four 
eastern provinces; on July 1, 1896, to 
nine others in the south and southwest 
and in 1S97 to all the empire. The fiscal 
result has been most satisfactory The 
receipts from taxes \\ere 1.7,000,000 ru- 
bles, while under the new system the 
Government receives 56,000,000 rubles 
Le Monde Economique, in a discussion 
of the monopoly, asserts that from a 
hygienic point of view the monopoly 
has had good results. A better quality 
of spirits is sold, the number of dram- 
shops has been reduced the sale of 
liquor on credit has been suppressed 
and Increased deoosits in the Govern- 
ment savings banks show that a smal- 
ler proportion of the earnings of the 
peasants is spent for liquor. Finally 
there has been a noticeable diminution 
in drunkenness and in those crimes 
and misdemeanors which are caused by 
intoxication.

Owing to the inroads made on the 


gutta percha supply by the manufac- 
turers of golf balls and manufacturers 
of toilet and fancy articles, the sur- 
plus of which the gutta percha market 
boasted years ago has been complete- 
ly exhausted. 
Prices have steadily 


risen, till now they make manufac- 
turers wince. 


Ten years ago the price of gutta 


percha was about eighty-two cents a 
pound, while to-day it is ^orth over 
$2 a pound, and the better grades are 
no longer quoted, for the simple rea- 
son that they are not on the market. 


Nothing has been discovered that 


can be substituted successfully for 
gutta percha for deep sea use. Even 
when adulterated with rubber and ce- 
ment it will not stand a depth of a 
thousand feet. 
Owing to the fact that 


the density of gutta percha is the 
greatest known to a vegetable prod- 
uct, c't|iialling that of copper itself, it 
successfully resists water pressure.— 
N. Y. Herald. 


American Railway Service. 


It is beyond question that American 


railroads to-day furnish the best ser- 
vice in the world at the lowest rates 
of fare, at the same time paying their 
employes much higher wages than are 
paid for similar service in any other 
country on the globe. In the United 
States the first-class passenger fares 
last year averaged 2.14 cents per mile, 
although on some large railways the 
average was several miles less than 
two cents per mile; in England the 
first-class rate is four cents per mile; 
third-class fare for vastly inferior ser- 
vice is two cents per mile, but only 
on certain parliamentary trains. 
In 


Prussia the fare is 2.99 cents per mile. 
Our passenger cars excel those of for- 
eign countries in all that goes to make 
up the comfort and convenience of a 
journey. Our sleeping and parlor car 
system is vastly superior to theirs; 
our baggy go system is inliuitcly better 
than theirs and arranged upon a much 
more liberal basis. 
American rail- 


roads carry 150 pounds of baggage 
Tree, while the German railroads carry 
only 5f> pounds free. 
The lighting of 


our trains ia superb, while the light- 
ing of trains on most foreign lines ia 
wretched. 


I may be pardoned for citing two ex- 


amples of what I mean by the unsur- 
passed passenger train facilities of 
American railways: 


A single locomotive recently hauled 


a passenger train of sixteen cars, nine 
of which were sleeping and parlor 
cars, from New York to Albany, a dis- 
tance of 143 miles, in tl. -ee hours and 
fifteen minutes, which is forty-four 
miles per hour, and is the regular 
schedule time of this train. The train 
weighed 1,8^2,000 pounds, and was 
1,212 feet—or nearly a quarter of a 
mile—in

Immunity From the Plague. 


Apropos of the bubonic plague now 


creeping into Portugal, has it over 
been noticed in \vhat an erratic man- 
ner immunity tVom this disease seems 
to have been conferred upon certain 
races, and even sects? Thus in 1S54 
it was noticed that the Protestants of 
Lvons escaped almost to a man. 
So 


did the Jews in an outbreak at Nimc- 
guen in I"i36. Something of the same 
sort has been noticed with regard to 
other diseases, and while in the out- 
break of typhus at Langoens in 1824 
the Jews remained immune, their co- 
religionists in Poland have always 
been the first to catch cholera. But 
the strangest thing in connection with 
the plague is that in most eases the 
seeds of the disease seem to remain 
dormant in the systems of those ex- 
posed to the rank of contagion until 
some new epidemic calls them into 
activity. Procopius, who observed the 
plague in Constantinople pretty closely 
during Justinian's reign, declares that 
if persons born in an infected town 
settled in a town hitherto free from 
it. they are sure to be first at- 
tacked if the plague again visited the 
country, even after the lapse of sev- 
eral years. A similar fact was noted 
during the Nimeguen outbreak, where 
two children of one Van Dam were 
sent to the immune town of Gorcunen, 
and remained there in perfect health 
for three months. At the end of that 
time the plague came to Gorunen, and 
they died there at the same time as 
the rest of the family.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette.

Wives and Mothers. 


T cannot close this paper without a 


reference to the unjust laws relating 
to wives and mothers, which disgrace 
the statute books of most of the states 
and which should be annulled 
Only 


a very small proportion of the states 
of the American federation allow the 
married father and mother to be 
equally legal owners and controllers 
of their minor children Their legal 
ownership resides in the father; the 
mother who bore them, who won them 
at the risk of her life in the valley oE 
death, is denied a share in them. The 
laws in many states not only give to 
the father the minor children, but the 
legal ownership of the wife's person 
and earnings, which practicaly re- 
duces her to slavery. To the husband 
is given the right of choosing the dom- 
icile of the family, regardless of the 
wishes of the wite. 
If the husband 


dies intestate the law divides his prop- 
erty among his heirs, and very often 
in such a way as to cause great hard- 
ship to his wife. These unjust stat- 
utes are an inheritance from a long- 
gone past, and were not formulated 
by the legislators of the present. The 
majority of American husbands and 
fathers are better than these laws, 
and never enforce them, and many are 
entirely ignorant of their existence. 
Still, their influence is felt in the com- 
munity, and their practical results are 
always disastrous to the home and the 
family, when interpreted by men whcr 
lack an ideal comprehension of the 
worth and glory of motherhood and 
home.—Mary A. Livermore in Frank 
Leslie's Popular Monthly for Decem- 
ber.

Washington, Dec. 17.—The Secretary 


of War ha* received a cable despatch 
from General Otto, saying that he baa 
been Informed by prominent FUlplnoa 
that they regard the so-called Filipino 
government an entirely ended and Bug- 
test, as a means 04.' restoring peace to 
the island, that all Uio»e who remain 
in arm* against the United States be 
treated as bandits and subjected to the 
severest penalties as such. The Fili- 
pinos also said that as it would be nec- 
essary to maintain a large armed forc« 
in the islands to garrison the towns, 
they hoped that natives would be used 
a« much as possible for that purpose. 


General Otls's communication has 


been laid before the Cabinet. 


This despatch from General Otis has 


Just been received at the War Depart- 
ment: 


"Batchelor, of the 2<th Infantry, re- 


ports that on the 27th Instant his bat- 
talion had an engagement at the junc- 
tion of the Magat and Rio Grande 
Rivers, in Isabella Province, the enemy 
leaving four dead and five mortally 
wounded In their trenches. Our loss 
was one drowned, four wounded. He 
says his troops are in need of clothing, 
provisions and money. Will reach Tu- 
guegaro, Cagayan Province, shortly. 
Doubtless the navy relieved him on 
Thursday. 


"Four hundred and seventy Spanish 


prisoners arrived this morning, among 
them the sick at Vlgan. numbering 120. 


"Young, at Banqul, in northwestern 


Luzon, reports that his troops are etill 
pursuing the remnant of the natives, 
who have twenty-tfcree American pris- 
oners In their possession.

That of Franc* Tends to Perm Habits 


of Thrift. 


The Government if port on the oper- 


ations of th? buvlngg Lianka of Franc* 
In lift? shows that ilie thrift/ hablta 
of the French people In the matter of 
?inall gavii.RB are well maintained. The 
aggregate amount du« depositor! at 
the end of the year was J861.329.700, an 
increase of about 14.000,000 over 
the 


preceding year. Tho number of bank 
books in use was 6.772,582, representing 
one depositor for every five and a half 
p^r«onn in the country. Under the law 
of 1895 the maximum deposit IB now 
1,500 francs, or J289.50. and the average 
deposit less than $98. 


In the number of depositors and in 


the amount of savings France Is, how- 
ever, in proportion to population, far 
behind those states in this country in 
which the savings bank .system i* es- 
tablished. New York, with 1,805,880 ac- 
counts and $766,684,911; of deposits, and 
Massachusetts, with 1,384,289 accounts 
and S473.919.094 of deposits, lead the list, 
but in all the New England States and 
in New Jersey, Maryland and Califor- 
nia the per capita deposits are far be- 
yond those of any country of Europe. 


Comparisons based on these figures, 


however, would be unfair, as the limit 
of the individual deposit is much high- 
er in this country. In France the sav- 
ings bank is strictly what the name 
Implies—not a bank of deposit for cap- 
ital, but a convenience for the accurnu- 
1.it ion of petty savings too smu.ll to oe 
taken fare of In any other way. Ac- 
counts are opened for sums as small 
sis one cent per month, and children's 
deposit* are encouragt-d. Of the total 
depositors in 1897 the number of mi- 
nors was 95,588 boyn and 92,800 giils 


It Is the care of these savings and 


of those of the wage workers which is 
the special i unction of the French sav- 
ings bank system. The system tends to 
form the habit of prudence and thrift 
In the young—an excellent thing too 
much neglected In this land of the free 
and the happy-go-lucky.—N. Y. World.

A BOER CAPTURE. 


How a Correspondent 
Was Taken 


Prisoner and Treated. 


We got through safely as far as 


ninndslaagte, but at that point the sig- 
nal was dead against us and the driver 
pulled up. The signal had been clever- 
ly manipulated by a party of Boers 
numbering about fifty who had been 
lying In wait for us. The moment we 
slowed down the driver was covered by 
their rifles and we were called upon to 
iilight. The passenger train we learn- 
ed afterward, had managed to "rush" 
tho station. The Boers had fired upon 
it, but the plucky engine driver put on 
full steam and went safely ahead, 
though he was compelled to leave the 
guard behind. The Boers had taken 
possession of the station, and ordered 
the man in charge to set the signal at 
"stop" in order to check our train. Our 
driver ran right into the trap, and we 
found ourselves prisoners before we 
well knew what had occurred. 


Directly they had secured the train, 


the Boers cut the telegraph line and 
tore up the tracks. We ourselves were 
treated well, though the field cornet in 
command warned us that any one at- 
tempting to escape would, if discover- 
ed, be immediately shot down. At the 
same time, he' assured us that the 
Boers were not savages. Those under 
his charge consisted of Transvaalers, 
Free Staters and Dutchmen from Cape 
Colony who were British subjects. My 
enforced stay with the enemy was not 
without its amusing features. 


General De Koch with a few guns 


nnd 1,200 men, including a German con- 
tingent, arrived in camp the same 
night. It was evident to us from the 
conversation of the leaders that a bat- 
tle was impending. I and my fellow 
prisoners were strictly warned to re- 
main within doors under guard. Dur- 
ing our confinement the proceedings of 
one or two of the more turbulent'Boers 
caused us some anxiety. Two of them 
actually came to blows in our room, 
and had to be separated by force. But 
the leaders were on the whole particu- 
larly careful to place us under the 
charge of well disposed and trust- 
worthy men. On Friday night our field 
cornet, although nodding in his chair 
tor want of sleep, presided for an hour 
over another smoking concert, when 
the utmost jollity prevailed. 
We pris- 


oners slept on the velt, while the major- 
ity of the Boers withdrew to a short 
distance from the railway. 


On Saturday morning we were star- 


tloil by the sound of the British guns, 
and began to hope, that there might be 
a prospect' of rescue or escape. Our de- 
sire was soon realised. The Boers, in- 
cluding our guards, speedily found 
enough to occupy their attention with- 
out troubling about a handful of civil- 
Ian prisoners, and In the course of the 
morning we made oar way unmolested 
to the Brlt1nh lines. There w« were en 
nbled to follow the whole course of the 
battle of Klandataifte.—London Stand- 
,trd.

The B'ederal army coming to the 
vicinity of our homo, my mother, witn 
my two brothers and myself "refugeed" 
as we called it. Into Indiana. 
" 'At the close of the war my moth- 


er went South to see if she could find 
any remains of our property, and I 
huve never seen her since. She had left 
us in the care of neighbors, who turned 
us over to 
the 
poormaster, who 


promptly farmed UK out. 
" 'The people with whom I was 


placed at eight or ten years of age beat 
me, starved me and compelled me to do 
menial work, and my soul and body re- 
volted. One day a circus came to town 
and I ffot the emr of one of the perform- 
ers.

Russian Alcohol Monopoly. 


The monopoly of the sale of alcohol 


in Itussia, says the Chicago Tribune, 
was applied January 1, 1895, in 
four 


eastern provinces; on July 1, 1896, to 
nine others In the south and southwest 
and in 1S97 to all the empire. The fiscal 
result has been most satisfactory. The 
receipts from taxes \vere 37,000,000 ru- 
bles, while under the new system the 
Government receives 66,000,000 rubles 
Le Monde Economique, In a discussion 
of the monopoly, asserts that from a 
hygienic point of view the monopoly 
has had good results. A better quality 
of spirits is sold, the number of dram- 
shops has been reduced the sale ol 
liquor on credit has been suppressed 
and Increased deposits in the Govern- 
ment savings banks show that a smal- 
ler proportion of the earnings of th« 
peasants is spent for liquor. Finally 
there has been a noticeable diminution 
in drunkenness and in those crimes 
and misdemeanors which are caused by 
intoxication.
